There were 17 Condemned, but 13 Executed : which Execus» 
tion was on Saturday September 13th 1673. the other four 
His Majeſty hath been Gratiouſly pleaſed to ſpare from that 
immediate Exccution,

Mprimis, a Woman-Servant in Fleetftreety was called to 
the Burr ar Juſtice- ball in che Old-Bayly the 5th day 
of Septemb, inthe year of our Lord God 1673. and 
there arraigned and IndiQted for the Murdering of 

her Male Baſtacd-Infant, the 275:h of Augeft laſt paſt : AF- 

rer her Inditment bring read to her, ſhe pleaded not 

Guilty, and pur her felt ups her Countrey , which 

was the Jury, The evidence being fo very plain, andby 

her own' Confeſſion ro them before her mitment z 

alſo ſhe having not any thing to ſay for her (clf-ſuth- 

cient ro make her juſt Defence, the Jury found her Guil- 
ty of Murder, | | 

' The next was a Souldier, ' who upon Loxdon- Bridge the 

day of Auzuftlaſt, did endeavour ro cheat a poor 

Apple-woman with Braſs or Leaden-money, the woman 

Queſtioning the ſame, ſhewed it to a Carman being the 

hcxt perſon that accidentally came, who ſaid it was got 

pood money z the Souldier being thereupon diſturbed ar 
the diſcovery of it; ſcemed ſo paſſionate.that immedlately 
he drew his Swerd and killed the Carman aforeſaid

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ſhe had not a Child borh ; at firſt ſhe denied it, but being 
more ſevercly prelt rhat the truth ſhould be known, ſhe 
did confeſs, the had then been delivered of a Child, bur 
ir was ſtil|-born ; her [Miſtreſs called in ſome of her Neigh- 
bours, and further deſired ro know where the Child wats 
ſhe told her Miltrets and Neighbours. there preſent, ir 
was upon the Matt ynder the Bcd whercon ſhe then lay ; 
immediately her Maſter with the advice of his Neighbours 
ſent for a Chyrurgion and Midwife, ro know if (he had 
wilfully murdred it or nor,& both their Judgments were, 
it was ti]|-born ; but the Law doth pronounce in ſuch ca- 
ſes, by a Statute of the 21:h of King Fames, That if any 
Child be unlawfully begotten , and born dead, withour 
one witneſs at the leaſt, and concealing the ſame to hide 
their ſhame ( or words to that «fc ir ſhall be accounted 
as Murder, ſo this woman being delivered of a Baſtard- 
child { by her own Confcſhon, and concealing the fame, 
the Jury found her Guilty of Murder the 4tþ of Septem- 
berinltant, 

The ſame day was Dawid Pearce and William Stoaks call- 
«d to the Barr, and there bid to hold vp their hands ſcye- 
rally, which they both refuſcd ; for they delired to ſee - 
their Accuſers and further ſaid, they ought not to betri- - 
ed there, for they were accuſed for Robberics committed 
in Rutlandſbire ; bur their hands were forced up ; upon 
which they replied, although their hands were forced up, , 
theie tongues ſhould not be forc'd to-ſpeak,0 Then their 
Inditment being read 'torhem, which was for ſtealing: a - 


Mare from a Gentleman 'in Retlandſbire, and raking from 


his perſon, Moncy, Jewels, and M:gals, all-of great va- 
lue; and after the IndiAment being read, Pearce being ask+ 
ed.if .he were guilty of the Felony he ſtood-indicted, 'or 
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not Gailcy, he tcfuſed to plead ; for he ſaid, he ought to 
be tried in another County : Then Stoakes was asked the 
ſame, he anſwered the ſame as Pearce did : the Court then 
rold chem they ſhould be.preſt, if they would nor plead to 
their Inditmene ; bur ar tnat time echey were ſet by : ſome- 
time afrer they were called ro the Barr again to hold up 
their hands ; Pearce being called firſt, he did, and aftcr» 
wards Stoakes did the like ; after the Inditmene was read, . 
which was the ſecond time, they were asked to plead;they 
Kill refuſed, bur ſaid, if the Court would be pleaſed to 
give them time till the next morning, which being Saturdays 
char they might bctrer conſider of ut; the Court ſaidgtheir 
requeſt{hould be gfanted, On Saturday morning they were 
called to plcad to their indictment atorcſaid, which they 
did, and put themſelves upon their Covntrey the. Jury, 
The G-ntleman whom they robbed and his mans Evidence 
was ſo poſitive, they knowing the ſaid Pearce and Stoakes 
with three other men, did in. &utkezd{bire abour the 17th 
of July laſt paſt ſet upon the ſaid Gentleman in his Coach, 
and take from him the things before-mentioned., and ar 
which time they lefr an Horſe inſtead of the Gentlemans 
Mare, which Horſe was taken from a Londoner at Krp- 
fingtonin a Robbery before committed and hereafter men- 
rionedy and ſome of tte Mcdals which were taken from the 
Gentleman in the poſlcſſon of the ſaid Stoates and Pearce ; 
che Evidence being fully examined and heard, the Coure 
demanded. of them what they could ſay for themſelves 2 
they only denied ir with a great deal of confidence, And 
before the Jury went out, they with one Thom. Merrifield 
were then tried for another Robbery con:mitted near 
Redborn in H*rifordſhirey which was but wwo days afccr 
that in Rutlandſbire, In their way to. London they met with 
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a'Sea Captain who came from retard; a Quartermaſter of 
Horſe, his man,and a Londoner, and patzing by them twice 
before any thing was artcmpted,. bur after finding a conves 
nient place for their deſigny did (et upon them, and de- 
manded their money, But the Quartermaſter finding 
himſe!f as well provided, withſtood» them, and fired at 
them ſeveral times, bur in their diſpute the Quartermaſtcrs 
man was killed, the Sea Captain robbed of about 20 «, in 
moncy, 2 pair of Piſtols and Symirer, the man that was 
killed had his Maſters Coat taken from him, wherein was 
ſeveral Writings, which afterwards pitt of thcm were 
found in the cuſtody of Pearce before the Lord Mayor, and 
that the ſaid Stoates had the confidence to wear the (aid 
Coat ( ſo ſtoln ) vpon his back when tried for the ſame rob- 
bery, as afterward appcarcd, 

For the Quartermaſter accidentally ſtanding by; after he had' 
given evidence againſt Pearce and Stoakes, Merrifield a Priſoncr 
was called to the Barr to be- tryed fora Burglary , the Quarter-" 
maſter looking wiſhfully upon his Cloathes, compared his own 
Breeches which he had on at that time with the Coat, and other 
Marks, he knew it 3 he acquainted the Court, that the Coat the 
Priſoner at the Parr had on his back,was the Coat he loſt when 
his man was killed 3 and the fame was immediately cauſed to be: 
pulled off, &&. There was anothcr Robbery committed by the 
ſaid Pearce and Stoakes (and others) not yet taken between Kir- 
fington and Knights-bridge, where thcy ſet upon ſeveral ten, and: 
carricd them over a Corn-field into a Gravel-pit,and therebound 
and robbed them, and took ſeveral of their Horſes, which have 
fince been diſcovered by the Gazet, two- of-them taken in the 
cuſtody of Pearce and Stoakgs, and owned upon Oath by thoſe 
perſons that had them taken feloniouſly from them, and accords 
ing to Law and Juſtice hath Indicted them for the fame, and-the 
Jury found them Guilty of the Robberies afore-named. 

. And afterwards the Court proceeded to Judgment-againk ſe- 
vcntcen perſons, tifteen men. ,and two women 3 and after Judg- 
ment 
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-- ment given, the two Women. were called again to the Bdty,: and; ; , 


asked what they could ſay for themſclves, why Execution ſhould 
not be awarded upon that Judgment they lately received ; they 
anfwered, they were quick with Child, notwithſtanding they 
were (o lately delivered, which was not above 5 weeks, the long- 
ſt cum, a Jary of Women were tmpannelled and ſworn, the 
Priſoners, cxamined / and ſearched, and their Verdict returned, 
That they nor ;neither of them was with child. 

Three- others were arraigycd fora Robbery done at . a-Gentle- 
mans houſe. in Bow-ftreet. in Copent-Garden, which Robbery is ve- 
ry remarkable for the ftrangenels of its diſcovery,” which was thus: 
A poor Link-boy ping through Baw-ſtreee between xr and 2 in 
the morning, (pied three Thieves breaking in at the Gentlemans 
windows atoreſaid, notwithſtanding thete were woodden-ſhut- 
rers, and Irbn-bars to the ſaid Windows, they had ſach Engines 
about them, that: they could force their way, not only through 
Windows, but Doors alſo ; here they put one of their Gang 
through the Window : the, Link-boy perceiving what they went 
about, immediately goes into the Strand, where accidently he meets 


two-of the Guard, and acquaints them with what he had ſeen; © 


whexcupon one of them takes the Link-boy up behind him, and ' 
haſtes all they could to the faid houſe 3 when they came thither, - 
they knock at the Gentlemans door 3 he himſelt takes the allarm 
fixt; down he comes in the dark, upon the ftairs he lays his hands: 
npon the head 'of the Thief that was in the houſe, and being a 
firong man, did of himſelf oyercome the Thict, notwithſtand- 
ing the ſaid Thief had a Piſtol Jaden in his hand, with which he 
could cafily have killed the: Gentleman 3 but as he contefſed af- 
terwards to the Gentleman in; Newgate, the reaſon why he killed 
him not, was, becauſe he could ' not iind which way to get out 
of. the houſe 3 the other-twp that were without in the ftrect,had, 
before the Life-Guard-men came, received from the other in the 
houſe.a hat,a Chamblet Cloakza Peruick,a Sword, and Bclt, with 
which, hearing the Guard come, they made away, but gat not 
far, before the two. ſaid Life-Guard-men apprehended ti:em : 
Which Robbery was committed about the 12th of July lat palt,
